The five days' battle on Hun river 
i lei. led mi palpable result. The Hits 
-Inns sue. ceded in driving the .la pa 
nese out of their adian.ed positions 
and repelling their flanking column. 
H't^slan cavalry proved extremely ef 
flclent.

The five dai s combat will go dow n 
in history as the hntlle of Hun river 
It was fought out on a seemingly un- 
ending plain which la broken only 
by the southern Ame Hyat mountains 
around Venial, the solitary eminence 
if w hich Is Mao Vang tower of bloody 
memory. 

Tile bright glare of sun reflected 
from a dazzling expanse of snow was 
painful to the eyes and It was with 
difficulty thnt one could follow the 
Mack streak marking the Hussian 
soldiers or the wandering skirmish 
lines dashing against what seemed 
dull grny rocks, but which in reality 
were the villages of l.ldlatoun and 
Tanlepu and the extensive hamlet of 
Sandepas. bastloned by Chinese de- 
fenses and converted hi the Japanese 
Into veritable fortresses, surrounded 
with wire entanglement nnd earth- 
works. 

Kxposed to the Intense cold of the 
Maiichui Ian winter mounds of earth 
had become like granite and as Im- 
penetrable as ihe • steel sides of a 
modern battleship.

For five days Russian soldiers hurl- 
ed themselves against the defenses 
and the field artillery pounded them 
until the frosty air reverberated with 
the thunder of cannon, din of burst- 
ing shells and rattle of musketry;

frozen earthworks The gunners act- 
ually wept with despair at the lmpo 
u-nce of their attack.

Several recent steamboat disas- 
ters were traced to the negligence 
of Inspectors, especially the Slocum 
disaster at New York, when several 
hundred lost their lives, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt decided to have the 
methods of steamboat inspections 
thoroughly investigated, and two 
prominent naval officers were de- 
tached for ihe work. 

Admiral Symonds was appointed 
for ih part of the country, and has 
been to most of the largest ports 
above including Cincinnati nnd 
Louisville. From the latter place he 
Jumped to the Mississippi river, and 
has been to many of the largest cit- 
ies along the river. 

He worked up to Memphis, and 
from there came to Paducah. Dur- 
ing hla stay In the city he will be 
shown every courtety by the river 
men.

The hoard of public works and 
the Joint street committee of the 
general council held a two hours' 
meeting at the city hall last night 
to decide on what streets It Is ad- 
visable lo improve this year out of 
the bond money Tiny finally decld- 
il to tecomni"ii l it ri ordlnnnce pro- 
viding for the paving with brick or 
other material the following streets: 
Kentucky avenue from First to 
Ninth; Jefferson, from Second to 
Ninth; Third, from Kentucky ave- 
nue to Broad, and then Into Broad 
to Fourth; Fifth, from Kentucky av- 
enue to Norton. Fifth from Jeffer- 
son lo Clay; Sixth, from Keniucky 
avenue to Jefferson; Seventh, from 
Kentucky avenue to Jefferson. Ninth 
from Kentucky Av. t*> Jefferson, and 
Second from Broadway to Washing 
(uii slreet. 

The total Is 52 blocks, and the es- 
timated coat Is about $126,000. 
about all that remains of the bond 
money, except |lg,Mf or $11,000. 
That Is, this will be the cost to the 
city, which has to pay only half. The 
prc.perty own:-: » have to pay th - - I 
other half, m.' i t • total cost of 
the Improv. | it- i the neighbor- 
hood of $250.1100 \ - the pasfage 
of the neceaaary ordinances, bids 
will be asked on brick, asphalt, and 
bltullthlc paving. 

The conference resulted In n dr 
rlslon to have only concrete side- 
walks c'.ong the newly paved streets, 
the Idea not being favorable with the 
members lo allow brick used. as 
was the case down town under form- 
er ordlnan.es because Interested city 
officials owned property they did not 
have enterprise and prld.- enough to 
put concrete sidewalks In front of 
The width of the sidewalks wae left 
lo the board of works, which favors 
a twelve foot sidewalk in the dis- 
trict bound -d by Clark. Seventh and 
Monroe streets, and In places out- 
side this district, six feet of conc ret. 
and three feet of grass plot for side- 
walks. The coat will be i bout $70,- 
OOrt. which "lust be paid by prop 
erty owners. 

The board of public works held 
Its regular meeting yesterday after 
noon and decided to have the Padu- 
cuh City Railway furnish the cur- 
rent for tha seven arc lights in the 
new market house. Th . present 
lamps will have to be discarded and 
lamps for alternating current pur- 
chased, which will be done by rhe 
lator part of the week, and the new 
lamps will then be connected with 
the railway power house. Supt. Keh- 
bler, of the city light plant, was no- 
tified to keep the circuit on which 
the market house Is located, turned 
on until daylight. In ord r that the 
market may be light enough.

The Tennessee river la getting 
full of Ice for the first time In ma- 
ny years and only the harbor boats 
which have to get out. can be seen 
moving about, while Ice has been 
coming out of the Cumberland for a 
week past. 

There would be nothing remarka- 
ble should the river freeze over thl* 
winter, however, for It has been 
very low for many months, and there 
has been more cold weather than 
for many years. 

The Mississippi has been frozen at 
8t. Louis for sometime, and people 
rarely use thebrldge and save bridge 
fare. Even the gamblers have set up 
Joints In the middle of the river to 
catch the unwary traveler with 
sporting proclivities, and when the 
police come, they cross to the near- 
est bank or the one outside the Jur- 
isdiction of the officer. If It la a pa- 
trolman or deputy aherlff from St. 
Ix)ula they run to the lllinola shore, 
and if one from East St t Louis. 111., 
to the Missouri shore. 

The river is now frozen over at 
Louisville, also, and the Ohio at 
points above has been frozen several 
tlmea this year. Needless to say. If It 
freezes over at Padueah It will be a 
! spectacle which many will enjoy be- 
i cause of having heard of their par- 
ents or grandparents talk about it. 

Old rivermen. who are watching 
conditions closely, predict that the 
coming spring will bring a higher 
river than has been experienced In 
the spring for several yeara. They 
base this prediction on the fact tha' 
the weather has remained a steady, 
cold at the head of the Ohio and Ita 
tributary streams, while the snow- 
fall has been as great as usual dur- 
ing the winter months. This snow Is 
still 'lying on the mountains, and 
when It begina to melt will nil the , 
streams rapidly. 

With a comparatively low stage of 
water, and the consequent sluggish 
current, rivermen say it would re- 
quire but a few days of severe wea- 
ther to freeze the river over. 

Navigation is still suspended be- 
tween Louisville and the headwa 
tera of the Ohio. Continued cold at 
the headwaters insures a ateady 
stage of water as long as that con- 
dition continues. There is a great 
deal of snow lying in the feeding 
sections north aud when a warm 
wave of any duration strikes that 
section there will be a rapid rise of 
considerable magnitude.
